"There is no suggestion that this token could or would be mapped in a database to registered biometrics data as claimed in the present 
invention". The Office disagrees with argument, as indicated in the abstract of Musgrave, the invention describes "Biometric data is pre- 
stored in a biometric database", mapping the token to the biometric database occurs when processing a transaction as described in 
Musgraves in col. 3, lines 49-63 also this mapping is disclosed in Glass col. 4, lines 14-17. 

In response to applicant's argument on page 3, "In the Examiner's scenario, in Glass et al., the camera image sent to the network would 
be from an "end terminal" rather than form (? typo/from) an ECSP". The Examiner disagrees with argument the references should be 
looked at in combination, in the combination it is clear that Musgrave's as shown in the Office Action page 4 teaches an ECSP for 
receiving transaction request messages. 

In response to applicant's argument beginning on page 3, "it is not clear why one of ordinary skill in the art would look to Glass et al., and 
its feature of a camera image sent to the network would be from an "end terminal" rather than form an ECSP, for incorporation into the 
Musgrave device". The Office disagrees as indicated in the Office Action the motivation to combine the references is to increase user 
flexibility while using biometrics to process transactions over a network. 
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
